In a 67-page, 35,000-word White Paper issued by 
the Foreign Office, the British Government de- 


-clared: “The present 


situation in Berlin is the 


-result.of the failure of the four powers, owing 
- to Soviet intransigence, to agree to a common 


_ policy. for Germany.” 
_ The White Paper said that 
the Russians’ attitude had been 
shown. "In breaches by the 
Soviet Government of. the 
political and cconomic prin- 
ciples laid down at Potsdam.” 

The Soviet Government has 
withdrawn its representatives 
from the Allicd Control Council 
for Germany in Berlin and from 
the Berlin City Kommandatura. 
It was unilaterally declared that 
the Governments of the United 
Kingdom, the United States and 
France have forfeited their right 
to be in Berlin or to take part in 
the four-power occupation and 
administration of the city.” : 

“The culmination of the Soviet 
attitude of obstruction and in- 
transigence has been the blockade 
of Berlin,” the White Paper sald. 

“This has not only endangered 
the maintenance of the forces of 
eccupution of the United King- 
dom, the United States and 
France in Berlin, but has. also 
jeopardised the discharge by these 
Governments of their dutles as 
occupying authoritles through the 
threat of starvation, disease and 
economic ruin for the population 
of Berlin. 

“It Is in these circumstances 
that the Western powers hive 
been forced to establish the alr- 
Hft to supply food and fuel to the 
Western sectors.” ‘| 


No Intention 

The result of-the Moscow-Ber- 
lin discussicns of August and 
September, the White Paper sald, 
“has been to make It clear that 
the Soviet Government has no 
intention of reaching an agree- 
ment save on its own terms, the 
acceptance of which would have 


meant the immediate or pro- 
xressive absorption of the Wes- 
tern sectors of Berlln with the 
Soviet Zone economy and tho 
whittling away of the rights and 
obligations of the Wes‘ern oc- 
cupying powers to a polnt at 
which the whole city of Berlin 
was under exclusive Soviet do- 
mination. 

“The right of the United King- 
dom, the United “States and 
France to be In Berlin jg absolute 
and unqualified. The European 
Advisory Council agreement, from 
which this right derives, Is com- 
pletely independent of the Yalta 
und Potsdam agreements and the 
agreement on control machinery.” 

Denying the Soviet allegation 
that the Western powers had 
infringed the Yalta, Potsdam and 
control machinery agreements, the 
White Paper sald that even if the 
allegations were true, “it could 
have no bearing on their juri- 
dical right to participate in the 
four-power occupatio: and con, 
trol of Berlin, : 

Tracing the breakdown of {olr- 
power control of Germany, the 
White Paper sald: “The matn 
point of divergence b&ween So- 
viet policy and that of the other 
Allies was the question of. the 
econom!c unity of Germany.”
